REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Note that the 1 12 
claim rejections and the art rejections are considered moot in view of the 
cancellation of claims 27-36. The inclusion of the solid particles with the particle size 
less than about 1 micron comprising a first portion and a second portion wherein the 
average particle size of the first portion is larger than the average particle size of the 
second portion renders the claims unobvious over the prior art. Graphs A and B of 
Sago shown in figure 3 illustrate that there are no two groups of the particles with 
size less than 1 micron. One of ordinary skill in the art would not be motivated to 
look to the prepreg material of the Miyamichi reference (US 5,512,351 ) for the size 
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of metal oxide particles since Miyamichi teaches the prepreg material containing 
only one group of the particles with an average particle diameter less than 1 micron.
